C. .SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  six  inch  .main  from  the  reservoir  to  the  town  was 
scraped  and  cement-lined.  Also,  all  the  distribution  mams  in  the 
town  have  been  either  relaid  new  with  cement-lined  Cl  pipes  or 
the  old  pipes  which  were  considered  in  sufficiently  good  condition 
were  scraped  and  cement-lined. 

Three  hundred  yards  of  two  inch  mains  in  Tegid  Street  and 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  in  Station  Road  were  replaced  by  new 
four  ins.  diameter  pipes. 
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These  alterations  together  with  the  new  reservoir  have  made 
more  secure  the  water  supply  oif  the  town. 

As  to  the  six  inch  delivery  pipe  from  Lake  Arenig  to'  the 
service  reservoir  is  becoming  more  ineru stated  every  year  this 
part  of  the  water  supply  will  require  attention  in  the  near  future. 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.

E — INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  12  registered  dealers  in  the  town.  Tjheir  dairies 
and  cowsheds  are  regularly  inspected. 


Four  samples  of  milk  were  sent  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  for  examination  of  bacterial  content,  etc. 

Meat  and  other  Food. 

Meat  shops,  slaughter-houses  and  bake-houses  were  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Officers.  No  laboratory  examinations 
were  made  and  no  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  were  condemned 
for  tuberculosis  or  other  diseases.

F. — PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  uo  changes  in  Laboratory  arrangements  for  fac- 
ilitating the  diagnosis  of  or  treatment  of  infectious  diseases. 

Three  oases  of  Scarlet  Fever  only  were  notified  during  the 
year.  Their  ages  were  4,  6 and  48  years.  There  were  no  deaths 
and  none  were  admitted  to  Hospital.
